Increase In Giving 
ONTRIBUTIONS to Juniata 
College for the first six months 

of its current fiscal year were nearly 

1] percent ahead of last year’s fig- 

ures, according to a report issued by 

Harold B. Brumbaugh, ’33 alumni 

secretary. 


The end-of-year report showed 
gifts totaled $93,475 compared to 
last year’s total of $83,390—an in- 
crease of 10.8 percent. 


“If present indications continue, 
our over-all contributions during 
1954-55 should show a significant in- 
crease,’ Brumbaugh pointed out. 
The fiscal year closes next June 15. 


Most significant in the increase 
was “the rise in giving from founda- 
tions and industry,” according to 
Brumbaugh. This year’s gifts include 
$25,000 donated by a memorial 
foundation. 

Church giving to Juniata, encour- 
aged through the college’s expanded 
program in church relations, has 
“more than doubled,” he reported. 
The amount contributed to the 
alumni fund was “slightly greater” 
at the half-way mark. 


Brumbaugh’s report showed that 
660 alumni and friends have con- 
tributed $39,670 to the alumni fund 
which has a goal of $60,000 this year. 
This fund forms a major share of 
the over-all contributions each year. 


The College is in its second year 
of a 10-year campaign to raise $2,- 
500,000 to “Build Juniata.” |

A TRIO of juniors, led by the 

“Shickshinny sharpshooter,’’ 
Jake Handzelek, set the pace for the 
basketball team by scoring 61 per 
cent of the points as the Indians top- 
ped the .500 mark with a 11-10 rec- 
ord this season. 


Handy Handzelek, who is firmly 
established as Juniata’s all-time scor- 
ing leader, tallied 432 points for an 
average of 21.6 in 20 games. This 
boosted his three-year total to 1,458 
points—another new record at Juni- 
ata. 


Jake’s junior teammates, Lee Hall- 
man of Pottstown, and Walt Vander- 
bush of West Orange, N. J.,. regist- 
ered more than 200 points each. 
Hallman took runner-up honors 
with 286 and Vanderbush tallied 
220. 


This trio accounted for 938 of the 
1532 points scored by Coach Dr. 
Arnold Greene’s Indians in the 1954- 
55 season. 


The team averaged 73 points per 
game in winning 11 out of 21.

HEN Charles J. Gross °55 re- 
turned from the front in Korea 
in mid-winter four years ago as a 
litter case, the medics gave him a 50- 
50 chance that he would walk prop- 
erly again. 
He had frost-bite on his feet... 
a fate dreaded by most Gls at that 
time. 
But in March Chuck Gross com: 
pleted a college basketball career as 
captain of the Indians’ team. 


A former South Hills (Pittsburgh) 
High cager, Gross has been the 
“calm, poised floor-leader” for Coach 
Dr. Arnold Greene’s Juniata team 
for three seasons. Never a high-scor- 
ing threat but a consistent high- 
average shooter, Gross has more 
than carried his share as floor-gen- 
eral. He ranked third among the 
squad’s rebounders. 

Gross’ home is now in Oil City, 
Pa. (1003 Allegheny Ave. Ext.) but 
he was graduated from South Hills 
High in Pittsburgh in 1948. He 
spent a year in service before attend- 
ing the University of Pittsburgh; 
then he was re-called as a reserve in- 
fantryman in late 1950. 


I'wo months after he left home, 
Gross was freezing in the fox-holes 
of Korea with the 23rd regiment of 
the Second Division. His frost-bitten 
feet forced him in to Osaka Hospital 
for three months, but he recovered 
well enough to be assigned to the 
Honor Guard Company at General 
MacArthur’s headquarters in Tokyo 
until shipped state-side. 

Gross, a lean 6-2 forward, made 
the Juniata starting lineup as soon 
as he was eligible to play in the 
1952-53 season. He was a regular 
from then on. 

Not only is Gross rated as one of 
Juniata’s top basketball performers, 
but he also is a “solid B” student in 
the class room. He’s majoring in 
economics and busines3 admiunistra- 
tion and will be a candidate for 
degree this June.

Operation Shift - Into The New Dorm 


‘New Look’ In Dorm 


OLLEGE LIFE has a “new look” 

now for 132 men at Juniata 
after Operation Shift found them 
located in the new $425,000 resi- 
dence hall. , 


The dormitory was just a plan on 
blueprints a year ago January. 

Today, an imposing red-brick 
structure is located on a hillside site 
overlooking the northeast campus— 
the first objective in the 10-year 
“Build Juniata” program which has 
a goal of $2,500,000 to construct 
three other buildings and increase 
endowment. 


The first room key was issued to 
Thomas A. Gasper, a freshman from 
Arona, Pa. (Westmoreland county). 
Hence, he became the first official 
occupant when he moved into Room 
304 on the third floor of the east 
wing. 


Approximately 80 of the men 
moved into the new building from a 
temporary barracks-like structure 
officially known as “The Lodge,” but 
generally referred to since 1946 as 
“The Green Shanty.” An additional 
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FIRST OCCUPANT of new residence hall 
was Thomas A. Gasper, Arona, Pa., fresh- 
man. Tom is stacking blankets in storage 
space available above clothes closet. 





50 men were shifted from rooms in 
private homes. 
1 spite of the added room space 


provided by the dormitory, it will 





be necessary to house 60 men in 
private homes again this term, ac- 
cording to Dr. James F. Penney, dean 
of men. Another men’s dorm, known 
as the Cloister, holds 110 men. 


When the men moved into the 
residence hall, they found an attrac- 
tively decorated, modernly equipped 
building designed by the architect 
firm of John B. Hamme, York, Pa. It 
was erected by John C. Yenter, gen- 
eral contractor, Tyrone, Pa. 


The 132 men are housed in two 
separate units—80 in the three-story 
east wing and 52 in the two-story 
west wing. In addition, an apartment 
has been provided for Dr. William’ 
D. Fairchild, Jr., instructor in classi- 
cal languages, who is faculty proctor 
in charge. 

“ach of the two main sections is 
107 x 42 feet with the connecting 
building designed to fit into the 
central portion of the angled wings. 
Included in the central building is 
the main lobby and a boiler room 
in the basement. 

Each of the dormitory rooms is 
approximately 12 x 15 feet. Built-in

dressers, closets and storage facili- 
ties—al]] maple finish—are provided 
for each of the two men in every 
room. Single beds (with airfoam 
mattress!), separate desks and chairs 
for each man, and a lounge chair 

also have been placed in all rooms. 


The rooms have been painted in 
one of four colors—blue, green, red 
or brown. An appropriate harmon- 
izing tile—tan, brown, red tint on 
gray, and green—has been placed on 
the floors in all rooms. Beige pull 
drapes are provided for all windows. 


Hallways throughout the dormi- 
tory are painted a light blue and 
have a light gray plastic floor cover- 
ing. Acoustic tile is used on the 
ceilings in the halls and rooms. 


Public inspection of the building 
was held Saturday and Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 19-20, when the students had 
“open house.” However, the build- 
ing will be dedicated on Alumni 
Day, June 4, as a highlight of Com- 
mencement weekend.

Crime Expert 
HE FABULOUS KIRK, educator 
and crime expert, was the de- 
Scription given to Dr. Paul L. Kirk 
in a nation-wide syndicated news 
story in February. Dr. Kirk attended 
Juniata Academy 1916-17. 

His name hit the headlines when 
the defense attorney called him in 
on the Marilyn Sheppard murder 
case—and he has put his mark on 
another of a long line of mysteries. 
Again, by using scientific examina- 
tion and detection, Dr. Kirk at- 


tempted to uncover some evidetirzce, 


which was overlooked. 

Now a famed criminologist at the 
University of California, Dr. Kirk 
is a native of Fulton County. He was 
born and raised on a farm at Hiram, 
attended Taylor Township school, 
and was married to the former Reba 
Charlton of near Warfordsburg in 
Fulton County. Dr. Kirk’s father, 
Elliott, was editor of the Fulton 
Democrat at McConnellsburg, Pa., 
for a time. 

Incidentally, Dr. Kirk’s sister, 
Marjorie (now Mrs. Walter Johnston 
of Strasburg, Va.) attended Juniata 
in 1916. 

It was because Dr. Kirk is the out- 
standing exponent of using science 
to solve crimes that he was called in 
on the Sheppard case, unquestion- 
ably the most publicized crime in 
years. In addition, he has written a 
book entitled “Crime Investigation, 
Physical Evidence and the Police 
Laboratory.”

Mrs. Ella Sheeley Wertz 


“None knew her but to name her 
None named her but to praise.” 


O IS THE memory of one of 
Juniata’s staunchest alumnae— 
Mrs. Ella Sheeley Wertz. 

Born and reared in Waynesboro, 
Pa., she left that place at an early 
age to attend Juniata College. Dur- 
ing her years in the Academy and 
College, the love of reading and of 
good books drew her to the library. 
Here were spent many free hours of 
each day. She mingled happily with 
every one, became a helper in the 
search for knowledge, and was more 
than a fellow student—she became 
a tellow worker. So her college days 
were happy ones in the helping of 
others. 

Ella Sheeley had learned the work 
of the library so well during her 
college years and her special train- 
ing at State College (now the Penn- 
sylvania State University), that when 
Juniata College was in need of a 
librarian she was chosen from 
among the candidates. For over thir- 
teen years she held the position of 
head librarian, with a few students 
as assistants. During these years her 
skill in administering the library in- 
creased. The books that were care- 
fully added from time to time main- 
tained the high standards that have 
always characterized the Juniata 
College Library. 

In addition to her fine service as 
librarian, Miss Sheeley’s advice was 
also often sought and always freely 
given in her capacity of faculty 
member, advisor to young people, 
and willing assistant in many college 
functions and activities. 

In 1918 the Juniata College libra- 
rian resigned to become assistant 
hibrarian of the Washington County 
Library, Hagerstown, Md, and in 
1921 organized and administered the 
Waynesboro Free Public Library, 
from which position she became the 
wife of W. Clay Wertz, prominent 
businessman of Waynesboro who 
had graduated from the Normal 
English Department of Juniata Col- 
lege in 1904. 

Together they spent the rest of 
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their hves in Waynesboro, living in 
a beautiful home where everyone— 
especially Juniata alumni — was 
always welcome. Her stepdaughter, 
Mrs. Mildred Wertz Crawford ’37 
made the third gracious member of 
a trio that were so a part of Juniata 
that much of their thought and time 
were for its welfare throughout 
many years. | 

Alummi banquets under the direc- 
tion of Mr. and Mrs. Wertz were 
the delight of Juniatians in the 
vicinity of Waynesboro, and drew 
the envy of alumni everywhere. At- 
tendance, good will, a royal good 
t:me, unusual decorations, and the 
best food to be found anywhere al- 
ways marked the Waynesboro ban- 
guets. They planned far ahead for 
the event each year and always kept 
their committees interested and 
busy. ‘To this day it is their abiding 
influence that helps keep up the 
fine support of Juniata College to be 
found in that locality. 

As the president of the Waynes- 
boro Women’s League of Juniata 
College, Mrs. Wertz showed the 
same intensive interest, and made 
constant search for the most intrin- 
sic help in what was needed for the 
school. Naturally, the needs of the 
library interested her very much, 
and were met many times — from 
the purchase of a beautiful table 
for the Pennsylvania Room, to the 
placing of books in memory of those 
who passed away, the purchase of 
curtains for the Browsing Room, 
and the addition of many beautiful 
color prints to the Library Picture 
Collection. Nor were other needs of 
the college forgotten. It was she who 
was responsible for placing hymn 
books in OUer Hall for the use of 
students during chapel periods. 
These are only a few of the good 
works done throughout the years of 
her full life. 

Mrs. Wertz was truly a Christian 
woman — kind, thoughtful, inspira- 
tional, and always helpful. Little 
children loved to be with her, and 


Miss Baker Dies 


ISS HELEN BAKER, an au- 

thority in the field of industrial 
relations research and the first 
woman to hold the rank of associate 
protessor at Princeton University, 
died January 10, 1955, after a short 
iliness. She attended Juniata in 1917- 
18. 

Associate director of Princeton’s 
Industrial Relations Section, Miss 
Baker was well-known in industry 
for her studies of corporate organi- 
zation and communications and 
policy development in personnel ad- 
ministration. She wrote or was co: 
author of more than 20 research 
reports published by the Industrial 
Relations Section. 

Various of her reports were widely 
used by the Government and indus- 
trial corporations in war production. 

A graduate of Radcliffe, class of 
‘21, Miss Baker received the degree 
Master of Arts in personnel admin- 
istration from Carnegie Institute of 
Technology two years later. Before 
joining the faculty at Princeton, she 
served as training consultant with 
the Cooper Underwear Company, 
Kenosha, Wis., and was affiliated 
with Kaufman’s Department Store 
in Pittsburgh. 

Among her survivors are Dr. John 
C. Baker ’17, president of Ohio Uni- 
versity, and Robert C. Baker 721, 
prominent Washington, D. C., 
banker.

AN INCREDIBLE maze of corpse- 
lined caves on the Pacific Island 
of Iwo Jima—caves inhabited by 
thousands of Japanese war dead — 
are truly known by only one man. 


He is.a mild, soft-spoken Air Force 
Chaplain, Captain George S. Bieber 
‘43, now on duty at Suffolk County 
Air Force Base. 


Chaplain Bieber’s unusual ex- 
plorations were made while on duty 
with an air base squadron on Iwo 
Jima and were conducted from Oc- 
tober 1953 to September 1954. 


“What a place it was — jammed 
with petrified bodies, their faces still 
recognizable!” That’s the way Capt. 
Bieber described the fortress of the 
dead in a letter to his home in Wil- 
liamsport. (The Biebers now live at 
Westhampton Beach, Long Island). 


As the air force chaplain on the

waterless rock 700 miles from Japan, 
the Methodist minister shared a 
problem with his men—there were 
few recreational facilities on the 
Island. Hence, he spent his spare 
time mapping the underground pas- 
sages. 

Capt. Bieber estimated that there 
are easily 10,000 to 15,000 mummies 
and skeletons inhabiting the caves of 
Iwo. Some 18 caves were explored 
and mapped by him after long, 
dangerous hours of crawling and 
digging through debris and fumes. 

As a result of his explorations, 
Capt. Bieber was recognized as “the 
only qualified expert on the subject” 
and twice appeared before the Japa- 
nese Diet in Tokyo. On his recom- 
mendation, a team of demolition ex- 
perts were sent to the islands to seal 
up the cave-tombs. 

Capt. and Mrs. Bieber have three 
children — Rebecca, and the twins, 
Susan and Shirley.
